~essons Which Summer-Fall- 
owing Should Teach 

Farmer’s Advocate: 

In many portions of the Territor- 
3¢s, the present summer has been dry 
—just jdeal weather to give best re- 
sults from summer-fallowjng. Yet, 
with every climatic advantage faver- 
gnzg the best returns for labor ex- 
pended, jn many instances the poor 
quality of work done, the time of do- 
jng it, and the implements used, frus- 
trated entjrely the intended purpose, 
and for that reason we feel that a 
few words may be helpful and. pre- 
vent many from makjng 
mjstzke another season. 

Every farmer should look carefully 
ever the portion which he has fal- 
lowed this year, noticing how il 
stands for weeds. If the season has 
been dry jn his locality, he should 
diz down about a foot or so in sev- 
eral places, jncluding the standings 
grajn, in a spot where soil composi 
tion and the advantazes of moisture 
are about equal; then compare. [ff

econtajn most moisture, one of the 
majn advantages for fallowing in the 
West has been missed.

pute, As a means of kjlling weeds 
conservjng soil moisture it has many 
advantages and numerous supporters, 
and durjng a dry season a_ properly 
worked fallow largely answers both, 
no matter which purpose you have in 
view while working it. 

To kill weeds, the ground should be 
often stirred so as to never allow 
them to become strong, ejther by 
leaf or reot formatjon. This fre- 
quent sijrring in dry weather forms 
a mulch, which prevents the exten- 
sion of capillary tubes from the mois- 
ture beneath to the surface. 

Tt is comn on in many places where 
Bummer-faliuwing is practiced to al- 
low tho weeds to grow jn profusion 
untjl nearly matured, and then plow 


them under, Where the plowing is’ 


done thoroughly, and before there js 
danger of weed seeds bejngz so ripen- 
ed that they will grow, it kis a 
g@reat many, but js in no sense a con- 
server of sojl moisture or a saver of 
fertility. The growing weeds, if fair- 
ly thick, require as much moisture 
and plent food up to the tjme of 
plowing as a grain crop,

ASoil Problem In the Terri- 
tories 
Farmer's Advocate: 
A lack of abundant rajnfall in some 
Gistricts of the Territories this year 


is a strong reminder that the most 


immediate problem confronting many 


farmers, is how to maintain soil 


moisture. The summer-fallow system 
has been adwocated very strongly by 
such men as Angus Mckay, Superin- 
tendent of Indjan Head Experimental 
Farm, and the wisdom of it has been 
fully borne out by repeated heavy 
erops at that pojnt and elsewhere. As 
is well known, the method pursued 
at the Indjan Head Experimental 
Farm js one of aiternate grain-grow- 
jng and summer-fallowing, or, in oth- 
er words, one which permits the land 
bejng summer-feVowed every other 
year. By this means the moisture is 
stored up during the seascn of eulti- 
vation, and retained very largely for 
the crop the succeeding year. When 
there is a comparatively rainy sta- 
son, it frequently happens that the 
crops on fall and spring plowed land 
yield heavily, but usually, if not al- 


ways, the fallow comes out ahead. 
The summer-fallew, therefore, 


it holds the moisture in the soil, and 
at the present tjme it, therefore, must 
be regarded as a necessary method 
of preselure ja districts, where dry 
weather js to be feared. Neverthe- 
'ass, the fact should not be forgotten 
that the résults of repeated summer- 
allowing can have, in time, but one 
conclusjon, and that, the ultimate de- 
struction or consumption of the fer- 
tility in the soil, and ccnsequent 
‘ight srops. There is, of course, an 
almost jnexhaustible supply of plant- 
food jn the soil at the present time, 
and jt may take years even of sum- 
, mer-fallowjng te deplete it to any 
‘extent, but as surely as man_ goes 
‘heavyjly in debt and pay-day comes 
, Some time, ‘so surely will the time 
}come when even summer-fallowjng 
twill leave the tiller of the soil with- 
bout as heavy a crop as he expected.

Upon bejng questioned as to what 
possible channel he thought held out 
any hope of providing a solution, to 
the problem, Prof. Shutt sajd he be- 
lieved it might come through the 
growjng of some leguminous crop. 
Clover, he believed, would be out of 
the question, and peas were, perhaps, 

,*he only thing. The price of seed, 
} however, steod in the way cof using 
them largely, as it would cost in the 
t least $2.00 per acre to supply suffj- 
cient seed to give a heavy crop for 
plowing down. There is no doubt 
that peas js a great restorer of nitro- 
gen as well us humus, both of which 
are rapjdly lost or worn out through 
Summer-fallowjng. The question is a 
large one, however, and one deserving 
the mficst serious consideration of ey- 
eryone jrterosted in advanced agri- 
culture jn the West.

The Davis Gontract 

On the Rajlways and Canals esti- 
mates, Lennox delivered a two hours’ 
speech on the Davis contraci for the 
iehting and working of the Corn- 
wall canal. Thjs contract is the di- 
rect occasjon of the retirement of the 
Auditor General, The contract was 
made jn February of ’96 and signed 
by the late government jn June of 
the same yea, a few days after thejr 
defeat at the polls. The present gov- 
ernment had given effect to the terms 
ef the ecntract, but in doing so had 
exercised certain discretion with the 
result of consjderabiy reducing the 
charges made by Davis for the work 
done. These charges the Audijtor- 
General stjil considered excessive and 
jn the discussion following his. stand 
on the subject, declared his intention 


of resjrning. Naturally there has 
been considerable effort to make poli- 
tica! capital against the government 
out of this action of the Auditor- 
Gererai, and Mr. Lennox’ speech was 
in that line, the gemeral contention 
hejngz il the bargain was an impro- 


vidert one. the attempt- being made 
+o ihrow.the blame for its improvid- 
ence upen the present government, 
The Minister of Justice showed con- 
eclusively to the House for the second 
time that the bargain bad been made 
by the previous government, that the 
present government had no chojce in 
¢he matter except to cither carry out 
the terms of the orjginal bargain or 
exproprjite the work, which proceed- 
ing was provided for in the origimal 
hargain. Under threat of expropri- 
ation, they had seoured more favor- 
able terms from Mr. Davis than those 


contajned in the original contract. He 
made a comparjson between the cost 
of the same servjce on the Soulanges 
canal, operated by the government as 
«4 public work, and the cost on the 
Cornwall canal, operated by Davjs 
under contract with the government. 
On the Soulanges canal, the cost per 
horse power was $70 per year, and 
on the Cornwall canal under the con- 
tract complajned of it was $63 per 
year. Under the ejreumstances the 
government did not feel justified in 
exerojsing the right of expropriatioa 
contajued in the contract, 

Haggart, Ex-Mijnister of Railways, 
who had made the first contract far 
the late -government, stated the case 
exactly as it had been stated by the 
Minister of Justice, and claimed that 
under the conditions existing at the 
time the contruct was made he consi- 
dered it to be a provident contract 
and in the best interests of the eoun- 
try. He sajia that he could never 
understand the attjtude of the Audi- 
tor-General on the matter. His 
speech was the pricking of the poli- 
tical bubbie, in as much as he sissum- 
ed full responsjbility for himself and 
the government of which he was a 
member at the time the contract was 
made. Although this necessarily pre- 
vented the use of the contract as a 


legitimate political weapon on >the 
part of the opposition against the 
government it did not prevent Dr. 
Sproule from once more expressjng 


his views as to the iniquity of the 
government and the desjrability from 
the standpoint of public interest of 
its being displaced by himself and 
irjends, including the Ex-Minister of 
Railways. 

Compensation for Slaughtered Anima!s 


An jmportant piece of legislation to 
the agricultural interests was intro- 
duced jin the form of a resolution by 
which it is intended to amend _ the 
Anjmal Contagious Disease Act of 
1893. The amendments jnclude the 
addition of a very serious disease 
amongst horses which is prevalent in 
parts of the Northwest to the list of 
diseases dealt with by that act. The 
most important provision, howeve:, is 
that ja case of animals slauzhtered 
because of contazjous disease,  two- 
thirds of the value of the animal will 
be paid, and where the animal has 
been slaughtered for jnsufficient rea- 
son the fuli value shall be pajd. The 
Iimit of vulue is fixed as follows: in 
the case of grade anjmals not more 
than $150 for each horse, $60 for each 
head of cattle, or $15 for each pig 
or sheep; and jn the vase of pure- 
bred animals not more than $360 for 
each horse, $150 for each head of cat- 
tic or $50 for each pig or sheep. The 
purpose of these provisions is to en- 
able the department to thoroughly 
stainp out glanders and other serjous 
djs®ases existing amongs* horses 
especjally in Western Canada. It is 
found jn practice that when animals 
are slaughtered without compensa- 
tion, there is such a tendency on the 
part of owners to conceal the facts of 
the case that jt is impossible to thor- 
oughly stamp out the djsease, and it 
is believed to be betier to spend a 
considerable amount of public money 
in payment of compensation than to 
allow the djsease to run or io eon- 
tinue to fight against it under disad-
